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The works of Jules Verne, sym- 
bolizing the voice of youth, 
couldn't help but find . their 
place in CLASSIC COMICS. 
Young people look ahead to 
the future, dreaming of ways 
to improve with innovations 
and inventions, whereas Jules 

Verne wrote of his dreams of 
fl things to come. His great works 
‘introduced 2 new school of lit- 
erature, describing in a near 
Scientific manner the daring and unbelievable 
adventures uhknown to his contemporaries. 
Science in those days was still looked upon 
with doubt and was confined to the labora- 
toties of the die-hards who refused to be dis- 
couraged by popular thought. 

Today; at the threshold of a thrilling and 
Promising atomic age. Verne’s prophecies take 
on new meaning. We have contacted the moon 
by radar and although many of us still can't 
tealize what this astronomical communication 
| means. Jules Verne wrote of daring adventures 
between the moon and the earth before the turn 
of the century 

Jules Verne was born on February 8, 1828 on 
the island of Faydeau situated in the River 
Loire near the Bay of Biscay which in those 
days harbored many of the ships returning 
from all corners of the world. Raised in an 
environment rich with tales of the mysterious 
and enchanting far off places brought back by 
ships’ news. young Verne was naturally aware 
of the romance and drama of travel. 

The family of Verne was traditionally inter- 
ested in law. and Jules’ father, Pierce Verne, 
Was anxious to school his son as a lawyer. As 
a boy, Jules’ life was strongly checked by his 
father’s puritanical ways. Perhaps the oppres- 
sion of this strict discipline and perhaps the 
Tomance incited by “The Swiss Family Robin- 
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son’? and James Fenimore 
Cooper’s Leather Stocking 
Tales, caused Jules to turn to 
the sea during the summer of 
his 11th year. His father heard 
of his plans and nippéd them 
in the bud by taking the frus- 
trated young sailor from the 
ship before it departed from 
France. 

The resultant disciplinary 
action caused young Jules to 
confide to his mother, “After this I shall travel 
only in my imagination.” He returned to his 
studies in Nantes and was graduated into law 
school at Paris. However, before he started 
practice as a lawyer, Jules Verne was making a 
name for himself as a popular author. His first 
literary works (mostly short plays) were pub- 
lished while he was but a 16 year old clerk in a 
Nantes law office. 

In 1857, he married a young widow, Honorine 
Morel, and moved her and her two infants into 
his student's rooms in Paris. Temporarily occu- 
pied as a stockbroker, his efforts were constantly 
being expended in the field of literature. The 
name of Jules Verne became well known to the 
reading public when he wrote “The Voyages 
Extraordinary.” a series describing thrilling 
voyages with the latest inventions of the day. 
In 1863, the first of these, “5 Weeks in a 
Balloon” was published. and during the follow- 
ing years he kept his promise to his father by 
writing plays and scientific articles. 

His life came to an end in Amiens, France 
on the 24th day of March, 1905 but he died 
knowing that his work had been accepted and 
acclaimed His books had been crowned by 
the French Academy and his name added to 
the roster of the Legion of Honor—two of the 
highest possible honors accorded a French 
citizen,
